But it sure is a fun 40 
minutes. Even though it’s the bent 
stories that are on show here. Just 
wish the muaic could have had centre 
stage at times. A great reminder of 
a truly entertaining live combo.

With only one orginal member left 
from the line-up that us with their 
7” DRIVES ME WILD, the MOTHERS now 
have sex new songs (that's the NZ 
accent I’ve acquired from a week¬ 
end at the beach) on display at any 
trough near you.

Footstaapin' 
highpoints of the tou^>-leathery 
variety include NO BONES , LET IT 
RIDE and P0N0 SONG which starts out 
like a cute folky Jingle and then

DINOSAUR on flight 747 direct from 
Amherst, MA. 

And if you thought basaplayer lou 
Barlow's P0LED0 was a great way to 
end YOU'RE LIVING ALL OVER ME then 
wait till you hear this sets' closer 
called DON' T and, as there are no 
son^riting credits on this record 
at all, it might be one if LOU'S as 
well!
